Development moving along 


Pieces are falling into place for what some local officials 
are calling “‘the largest industrial development in the 
history of Madison County.”’ 

Four local state legislators have sponsored a bipartisan 
bill in the Illinois House of Representatives to authorize a 
2,700-acre enterprise zone just north of Pontoon Beach. 

The massive enterprise zone would be created by the 
Southwestern Illinois Development Authority and would 
Provide tax benefits for industrial tenants. 

“Right now, we’re looking at the possibility of 12,000 new 
jobs,” said State Rep. Steve Davis, D-Bethalto, one of the 
bill’s sponsors. 

Developer Rodney Thomas of Thomas Development in St. 
Charles, Mo. has requested a zoning variance on a parcel of 
property in the proposed enterprise zone along Illinois 111. 

Davis compared the scope of the proposed development to 
that of Earth City in west St. Louis County.

Selph, elected four years ago, is running for re-election on 
his record of accomplishments, including an economic 
atmosphere that has led to more than $150 million invested 
by industry over the last four years and the lowest 
unemployment rate in the city in 30 years. 

Former Mayor Von Dee Cruse and mayoral candidate 
David Partney both said this week that Selph has failed to 
continue the eight years of progress Cruse’s administration 
began, and that Selph is too quick to take credit for work 
done by others.

“When we first decided to do 
the videos, I thought g 
were kids that ran around with 


spray paint doing mischief,” 
said GWC President JoAnn 
Moore Pluff, a 15-year Cahokia 
resident. ‘‘We didn’t 
understand what gangs were 
all about.’’ 

Pluff and operations 
manager John Earls got a 
rude awakening when they 
began shooting footage in 
December 1995 at the Big 
Muddy River Correctional 
Facility in Ina, Ill. 

“We got different gang 
members in one room, and it 
almost broke out in a riot,’” 
Earls said. ‘‘We walked out of 
there thinking we had nothing, 
but came to the realization 
that we had a piecé to the 
puzzle.”* 

That piece and others fell 
into place over the past year, 
completing the picture — that 
gangs are highly structured, 
paramilitary subcultures that 
threaten the quality of life in 
small towns and big cities 
alike. 

“Gangs are everywhere,” 
said Pluff. ‘‘There are no 
racial or sex boundaries ...

“Most kids join gangs for 
love or brotherhood,” said.

and understand the hand signs 
and rituals,”’ she said. ‘‘It’s up 
to us as adults to channel it in 
a positive direction ... a lot of 
kids are crying out for help.”

But police knew otherwise: Durborow’s 
problems were only beginning. 

That’s because Durborow wasn’t 
Durborow. He is really Michael Scott 
Myatt, 34, a Granite City native, who had 
allegedly walked away from a Colorado 
prison work release program nearly four 
years ago. 

Maryville Police Officer Bob Davis said 
the warrant for Myatt had been attached 
to the alias name 





Fingerprints and a photograph faxed by 
Colorado authorities confirmed Myatt’s 
identity. Myatt eventually admitted his 
identity. after seeing the photo, Davis 

sai 


Myatt was being held in the Madison 
County Jail on Wednesday, awaiting 
extradition to Colorado. 

Davis said that Myatt was serving a 
Prison sentence in Lakewood, Colo., on 
drug-related and possibly theft charges 
Myatt allegedly walked awayfrom a 
work release program there in 1993. 

The driver’s license issued in the 
Durborow name had a Granite City 
address on it. Davis said Myatt had been 
living in Maryville for about 18 months 
and had been employed by Southwest 
Steel Supply Co. in Madison. 

‘Accoraing to Davis, Myatt admitted 
getting the driver’s license by obtaining a 
birth certificate from records he searched 
throu; in Granite City 

“*(Myatt) said he found one for a child 
who had died at 3 weeks old who had 
about the date of birth he wanted,” Davis 
said. ‘‘He said it was very easy to do.”’ 
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The beginning of the end of life on the 
lam came for Myatt after Maryville 
police were called to a domestic 
disturbance at Bobby G’s, 104 S. Donk 
about 1:10 p.m. Tuesday. Myatt had 
already left the scene but officers stopped 
him about 20 minutes later in Troy. 

Before fleeing the scene, Myatt stopped 
at the Donk Street apartment he had 
shared with his girlfriend where he 
allegedly used a hammer to smash a 
television and other items, Davis said 

“‘We figured he might have gone on to 
another bar and one of our officers 
spotted him in Troy,” Sonnenberg said 
““He was trying to hide behind a building 
and he might have tried to run but there 
was so much traffic, he didn’t have 
anywhere to go.”’ 

Sonnenberg said that information from 
the case was being forwarded to the 
Secretary of State's office 

Myatt was not able to obtain a Social 
Security card so he improvised 

“He jumbled up his own (as Myatt) and 
that’s what he used when he went to get 
the driver’s license,”’ Sonnenberg said.

Building will be big asset 


(The following editorials are reprinted from The Tele- 
graph.) 

It_was quite a wait, but state legislators have finally 
broken a deadlock that held up funding for a new School of 
Engineering building at Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville 
_ The building will house SIUE’s fast-growing engineer- 
ing program and figures to be a significant asset to the 
county and the region 

SIUE will get more than $21 million for the project 
under an agreement on a $610 million package of capital 
improvement bond projects hammered out by Gov. Jim 
Edgar and legislative leaders of both major parties. 
Partisan bickering had blocked agreement on state 
capital improvements bonds for more than two years. 

SIUE officials have been seeking a new home for the 
engineering program for nearly a decade. 

The three-story, 97,000-square-foot building will be 
north of the new Art and Design Building in the campus 
core. Plans and specifications for the building were 
completed several years ago. They were funded by a 
fiscal 1990 appropriation of $843,500. 

Also included in the capital smiprovements package are 
$215,000 for upgrading electrical distribution systems at 
the Pere Marquette Correctional Center and $180,000 for 
renovation of two buildings and replacement of a storage 
building at Pere Marquette State Park. 

Started in 1968 with 37 undergraduates, SIUE’s engi- 
neering program has grown to more than 700 students. 
For several years, the university has been forced to split 
the program between the university’s Science Buildin; 
and leased space in the University Park research an 
business complex. 

SIUE’s engineering program has an outstanding repu- 
tation in the field, and economic development officials 
say it is a significant asset to the region when it comes to 
attracting and retaining businesses. 

The new building will allow continued growth of the 
program and ensure that it remains an important educa- 
tional resource. 


Voters must exert pressure 


It may have been Will Rogers who said the United 
States has the best politicians money can buy. 

It was a clever line but grossly unfair to the many 
officials who have served their constituents honestly and 
honorably. 

Still, money always has talked to some politicians. 
Today, it seems to command an influence unprecedented 
in our history. 

A 16member, bipartisan panel wants to dilute that 
influence in Illinois. 

After a two-year study, the Illinois Campaign Finance 
Task Force, co-chaired by former Democratic U.S. Sen. 
Paul Simon and former Republican Gov. William Strat- 
ton, announced recently a 19-point reform plan. 

Simon called special-interest money ‘‘a plague on our 
electoral process’’ and said the lack of state restrictions 
on political contributions is intolerable. 

That’s right, Illinois has no limits on the sources or size 
of campaign contributions to state and local politicians. 

one. 

Labor unions, industry groups or wealthy individuals 
sometimes donate as much as $100,000 at a time to top 
political officials. 

A just-released University of Illinois study shows that 
the ‘state’s top legislative leaders have received just 
under $7 million since 1981 from their top contributions. 

The federal government and most states limit contribu- 
tions. Among the states, Illinois, Idaho and California 
have the fewest restrictions. 

The task force proposes to limit contributions from 
individuals, groups and corporations to $2,000 in each 
election, compared to a federal limit of $1,000. The panel 
proposes a $5,000 limit on contributions by political action 
committees set up by unions, corporations and other 
special interests. 

Other proposals: 

*An individual’s or group’s contributions to all candi- 
dates in a given election would be limited to $200,000. 

*Transfers among candidates’ political committees 
would be limited to $25,000, a restriction that would 
significantly limit the power of legislative leaders who 
control large political funds and use them to keep fellow 
lawmakers in line. 

*Politicians who leave office would have to close their 
campaign committees rather than continue to raise 
money, and they no longer could pocket whatever money 
had not been spent. x 

*Legislative candidates could not hold fund-raisers in 
the Springfield area during the busiest part of legislative 
sessions. 

*Unions and business groups would have to file more 
information about their involvement in campaign financ- 
ing. 
Campaign donors would have to disclose their employ- 
ers. 

*People reviewing a candidate’s campaign records 
would no longer have to fill out forms identifying them- 
selves. 

Gov. Jim Edgar supports the latter two recommenda- 
tions, but he and legislative leaders are expected to 
oppose the others. 

Many politicians insist that contributions, even huge 
contributions, don’t buy votes. But most concede that big 
money buys access to officeholders. And access can 
translate into influence. 

Edgar’s proposals are worthy of support, but they do 
not constitute the sort of fundamen! reform that is 
needed. 

Pressure for that sort of reform won’t come from the 
governors office or the Legislature; it will have to come

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Feat Regional officials pan 
: stormwater proposal

How to handle stormwater runoff is a big 
question for officials thorughout Metro East, 
but for some officials, a proposed model 
ordinance that the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency has commissioned has a 
way to go before it represents a good answer. 

Monroe County Engineer Ron Polka said the 
plan, which the Southwestern Illinois Planning 
Commission and the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service has developed for the 
IEPA over the past six months, is still in its 
early phases. In its current form, Polka doesn’t 
think it’s workable. 

“Since they submitted it, it’s drawn a lot of 
comments, mostly unfavordble. Most of the 
criticism is that it’s too bureaucratic,’’ Polka 
said 

The ordinance now requires any activity that 
only minimally disturbs the soil to run the 
gamut of a full review process. Polka said it 
would require the county adding three new 
staff positions to administer the ordinance, 
“and this is a small county. I can imagine how 
many Madison or St. Clair (Counties) would 
have to add.” 

““Without five separate inspections, you 
couldn’t cut down trees, you couldn’t build a 
house, you couldn’t landscape your yard,” said 
Polka. “‘If you disturb 2,500 feet of ground or 
900 feet in a sloped area, you’d have to go 
through the Corps of Engineers and the EPA.”’ 

The ordinance also is ambiguous at this point 
on which governmental unit would oversee the 
ordinance — county, city or village. 

“If the counties have taken the lead in 
cooperating on the stormwater issue, it seems 
to me the county ought to have some control,” 
said County Board Chairman Bob Rippelmeyer, 
referring to Monroe, Madison and St. Clair 
counties, ‘which have collaborated on 
stormwater issues since 1994 
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‘Since they submitted it, it’s 
drawn.a lot of comments, mostly 
unfavorable. Most of the criticism

Rippelmeyer met with Madison County Board 
Chairman Rudy Papa, St. Clair County Board 
Chairman John Baricevic, State steps Ron 
Stephens (R-O’Fallon) and Tom Holbrook 
(D-Belleville) and State Sen. Evelyn Bowles 
(D- Edwardsville) Feb. 24 to discuss legislative 
remedies to stormwater runoff problems. 

“The representatives basically told us the 
prospects of getting something through the 
legislature isn’t too good,’’ Rippelmeyer said. 

Home builders, levee district commissioners 
and the Illinois Municipal League are lined up 
against the proposed model ordinance, 
Rippelmeyer said 

Valmeyer Village Administrator Dennis 
Knobloch has learned to live with a stormwater 
ordinance similar if not identical to the one 
Proposed. I 2 : 

“It’s not the easiest thing to live with, but 
it’s very important,” said Knobloch. ‘“We’ve 
seen this issue from both ends. 

“Now that we're on the higher ground, we’re 
sending our runoff down on other people, if we 
don’t manage it carefully,’’ said Knobloch. 

Polka said he was confident that ordinance’s 
authors would back down on some of its more 
stringent provisions. 

“They're not going to want to be inundated 
with complaints. This was written by people 
who don’t work directly with people,’ Polka 
suggested.

. ‘The reduction in assessed 
Valuation will result in a corre 
sponding reduction of about 
$390 in property taxes paid 
mext year, depending on the 
township multiplier. 

A detailed analysis of the 
assessment shows that the 
reduced value of the Juneau 
home is the result of lowering 
the quality grade on the pro 
erty and lowering the neigh- 
borhood factor. 

The grade and the neighbor- 
hood factor are used by asses- 
sors to adjust the valuation 
based on materials used, the 
condition of the property and 
the general neighborhood char- 
acteristics 

Laub said the adjustment 
‘was just one of hundreds that 
are done each year to reflect 
the market for homes in the 
township 

“If I wasn’t doing my job, 
keeping uniformity in ‘the 
assessments, we would be 
back to double-digit multipliers 
like we had before I took 
office,” she said. ‘‘That’s why 
it is ‘so important to have a 
local assessor. We know what’s 





going on and can make the 
propes adjustments.”” 

The value of Laub’s own 
home at 1535 Cottage Avenue 
was reduced by more than 
$17,000, to $68,490 in 1995 from 
$85,500 in 1994, records show. 
That resulted in a $600 reduc- 
tion in property taxes paid last 
year, records show. The 
assessment increased again to 
$84,660 in 1996 — nearly to the 
1994 level 

Laub said the reduced 
assessment was the result of 
extensive damage caused by 
flooding. The lower tax figure 
was also the result of taking a 
homestead exemption in 1995

“J didn’t even take all the

Accident’s 
effects were 
far reaching 


ALTON — Area motorists 
got a chance to see how much 
an accident in one part of the 
metropolitan area affects those 
elsewhere last Friday when a 
tanker overturned near the 
Clark Bridge at Alton. 

The tanker truck leaked gas- 
cline on the Illinois approach 
to the Clark Bridge kept miles 
of highways closed for about 
nine hours Friday while haz- 
ardous materials experts 
reloaded the fuel and cleaned 
up the scene. 

“It was potentially a very 
dangerous situation,’’ Fire 
Chief John Sowders said.

The road closing sent hun- 
dreds of motorists to other 
highways and bridges, result- 
ing in major jams along Inter- 
state 270 on th sides of the 
Chain of Rocks bridge. 

The Groendyke Transport 
truck, based at the Enid, 
Okla., company’s Hartford ter- 
minal, was loaded with 8,000 
gallons of gasoline when it 
turned over about 2:30 p.m. on 
a curve of the Landmarks Bou- 
levard approach to the bridge 
across the Mississippi River. 

The truck was righted at 
10:50 p.m. and some roads 
were reopened shortly thereaf- 
ter. The Clark Bridge reopened 
by midnight.
